Sounds of a four-man 
a cappella group har- 
monizing “Stand By 
Me” filled the already 
crowded Washington 
platform as I boarded 
a Blue Line train 
downtown headed to 
O’Hare International 
Airport. My afternoon 
plans involved a trip to 
California— the stop, 
that is. 

The California sta- 
tion, close to the intersection of California 
and Milwaukee avenues, in Chicago’s Logan 
Square community serves 5,000 week- 
day riders, according to CTA 
data. But I was more interest- 
ed in what was beyond the 
station. I’m on a mission 
to get to know Chicago 
beyond my own neighbor- 
hood and the public transit 
that serves the various com 
munities across the city 
So the “Land of the Hip- 
sters” seemed like a good place to 
start. Known for decades as a home to im- 
migrants, Logan Square in the 1960s became 
a predominantly Hispanic neighborhood 
and still largely is, accounting for about 47.6 
percent of the area’s population, according to 
the 2013 American Community Survey 
The businesses near the “L’ offer a window 
into who the long-standing residents are as 
well as those who are moving in: Panaderia 
La Central bakery andTaqueria Moran res- 
taurant, but also hipster favorites such as The 
Boiler Room and Logan Bar & Grill. 

I wandered into a little coffee shop called 
Cafe Mustache, eclectic and somewhat spare, 
and talked with one of the baristas behind 
the counter about the area as customers 
lingered over their laptops and lattes. She 
said that Logan Square is becoming very 
gentrified and the whole area surrounding 
the California station is “in flux.” 



After going in and out of a bakery a conve- 
nience store and a few restaurants and bars, 

I finally stopped in El Condor, a little Latin 
American grocery and convenience store 
sandwiched between Revolution Brewing 
and Emporium. 

As I walked in and was greeted by a woman 
at the counter, there was Latin music playing 
over the speakers and the place didn’t have 
any customers. The woman fetched the store 
owner, who talked openly about the neigh- 
borhood’s evolution. 

The owner, who didn’t want his name used 
for this article, said he opened the store near- 
ly 30 years ago and made a point of telling 
me that the neighborhood has changed a lot 
since then. He used to see a lot of Hispanic 
customers coming into his store, but 
not so many anymore. Now, people 
just pop their heads in and don’t 
buy anything. 

“If I was younger, I would 
start a new business here, a 
more Americanized business 
^ because that seems to be what 
the people in this area want now,” 
he told me while we chatted near 
the registers. 

He told me that rent is way more expen- 
sive, that parking is hard to find and that 
business is so slow he’s thinking about clos- 
ing. He added that he’s often perplexed by 
how many customers he sees the surrounding 
businesses get, but said they’re newer and 
aimed to attract younger white people. 

On a blustery winter day my “trip to Cali- 
fornia” yielded a snapshot of a community 
whose hipster and Hispanic influences have 
made it such an interesting place to explore. 
While the businesses almost seem harmoni- 
ous with one another, it’s clear the threats 
of gentrification are looming. Like so many 
neighborhoods seeing the same thing unfold, 
it would seem change is the one constant.

Prosecutor: Uber driver admits 
to deadiy Kaiamazoo shootings

An Uber passenger said he called police to re- 
port an erratic driver more than an hour before 
the driver allegedly began a series of three ran- 
dom shootings that killed six 
people in Michigan. 

Matt MeUen told Ka- 
lamazoo television station 
WWMT that he hailed a 
ride around 4:30 p.m. Sat- 
urday He said driver Jason 
Dalton introduced himself 
as “Me-Me” and had a dog in the backseat. 

Mellen sat in front. About a mile into the 
trip, Dalton got a phone call, and when he 
hung up, he began driving erratically blowing 
through stop signs and sideswiping cars, Mel- 
len said. 

“We were driving through medians, driving 
through the lawn, speeding along, and when 
we came to a stop, I jumped out of the car and 
ran away” Mellen said. He said that he called 
police and that when he got to his friend’s 


house, his fiancee posted a warning to friends 
on Facebook. Mellen said he also tried warning 
the ride-hailing service. 

Since Dalton’s arrest, several people have 
come forward to say that he picked them up 
for Uber in the hours after the first attack. The 
Associated Press could not immediately con- 
firm those accounts. 

Investigators are particularly interested in 
communication between Dalton and Uber, 
as well as customers he might have driven, ac- 
cording to the Kalamazoo County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

On Monday Kalamazoo County prosecutor 
Jeff Getting said Dalton admitted “his involve- 
ment in these incidents.” 

Dalton’s statements to police were used to 
file charges of murder and attempted murder 
Monday two days after six people died in the 
shootings. 

Dalton appeared in court via video to hear 
the charges. He was ordered held without 
bond and will get a court-appointed attorney

Republican presidential frontrunner Don- 
ald Trump took to Twitter on Monday to de- 
nounce a super political action committee 
opposing his campaign that’s primarily funded 
by Marlene Ricketts, whose family owns the 
Cubs. 

“I hear the Rickets (sic) family who own the 
Chicago Cubs, are secretly spending $’s against 
me. They better be careful, they have a lot to 
hide!” wrote Trump, the businessman and reali- 
ty TV show star who is no strang- 
er to making pronouncements, 
name-calling denunciations and 
predictions via social media. 

Trump’s message apparently 
was in response to a USA Today 
story noting that Ricketts, the 
family matriarch who lives in Nebraska, had 
put $3 million into the Our Principles PAC in 
January The PAC has spent about $3.5 million 
in ads, mailings and other efforts to oppose 
Trump, federal records show 

Ricketts had been an early backer of Wis- 
consin Gov Scott Walker’s failed presidential 
campaign, giving an allied super PAC $5 mil- 
lion, which made her one of his top support- 
ers. But she also sprinkled the infield, giving 
$10,000 to PACs backing Florida Sen. Marco 


Rubio, former Florida Gov Jeb Bush, New 
Jersey Gov Chris Christie, former Texas Gov 
Rick Perry and South Carolina Sen. Lindsey 
Graham. Nov^ all but Rubio are out of the Re- 
publican presidential contest. 

Ricketts is married to Joe Ricketts, the bil- 
lionaire TD. Ameritrade founder. In October 
2009, the couple formed a trust on behalf of 
their family that acquired a 95 percent control- 
ling interest in the Cubs and Wrigley Field. 
Both Marlene and Joe Ricketts are conserva- 
tives, and son Pete is the gover- 
nor of Nebraska. 

A spokeswoman for the super 
PAC told USA Today that it will 
continue to oppose Trump and 
his “liberal statements and in- 
consistencies” and is looking to 
the March i Super Tuesday states for places “in 
which to launch aggressive efforts.” 

A Chicago-based Ricketts family spokes- 
man said the team is not commenting on 
Trump’s missive. 

The political activity of Joe Ricketts has cre- 
ated past problems. In May 2012, the Ricketts 
family disavowed a plan presented to Joe Rick- 
etts that would have used $10 million in super 
PAC ads to link a re-election-seeking Presi- 
dent Obama to the controversial statements of 


his one-time pastor, the Rev Jeremiah Wright. 

The proposal infuriated Mayor Emanuel at a 
time the Cubs were seeking tax money to help 
reconstruct Wrigley Field. Emanuel, Obama’s 
first White House chief of staff, called the su- 
per PAC plan “insulting to the president {and} 
it’s insulting to the country” 

The Ricketts family is no stranger to politi- 
cal fundraising at the state level. 

Of the couple’s children, Laura Ricketts is 
a major Democratic donor, having given out 
more than $404,000 since 2007 to state and 
local candidates, including Emanuel, former 
Gov Quinn, Cook County Board President 


Toni Preckwinkle and State’s Attorney Anita 
Alvarez. 

Todd Ricketts has given nearly $133,000 to 
state and local candidates, including $2,500 
each to Republican Gov Rauner and Emanuel. 

Pete Ricketts, the Nebraska governor, has 
given $12,500 in Illinois donations includ- 
ing $10,000 to the state GOP and $2,500 to 
Rauner in 2014. 

Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts has given 
more than $61,000, including $50,000 to the 
failed 2014 effort for a constitutional amend- 
ment aimed at removing much of the politics 
out of redrawing legislative boundaries.

‘RACE TO THE BOTTOM’ 

LOSS OF FAITH IN *OLD WAY’ LEADERS TIPS VOTERS TOWARD RADICALLY DIFFERENT CANDIDATES

Conventional wisdom dictates that the presi- 
dential race is typically won by the candidate 
best able to appeal to the collective better an- 
gels of the American public. The vote for presi- 
dent has almost always been an aspirational 
one; we vote for someone who we believe is the 
embodiment of what we want ourselves and 
our country to be. 

In 20 i 6 , that bit of conventional wisdom is 
wrong, Doug Sosnik, a top aide in the Clinton 
White House, argues in a new memo outlining 
the landscape on which the presidential and 
congressional contests are being fought. 

“In this period of profound alienation, with 
both parties engaging in harsh ideological 
primaries, the public is likely to view the en- 
tire political process as a race to the bottom,” 
Sosnik writes. “They will be inclined to view 


their choice for president through the prism of 
which candidate is the least flawed and poses 
the least threat to their future well-being.” 

Take Donald Trump’s debate performance 
Feb. 13 in South Carolina. He was, at turns, 
petulant, dismissive and iU-informed. Such a 
performance in any other election cycle would 
have led to voters wondering 
whether he was really up to the 
job— and a likely dip in his poll- 
ing. In this election? Trump re- 
mains ahead. 

Trump’s entire candidacy in 
fact, is illustrative of Sosnik’s 
point: The real estate mogul is presenting a sort 
of dystopian view of America— things are bad 
and not getting better— and casting himself as 
the lone, last chance the country has to turn it- 
self around. In normal times, that would be the 


kiss of death. In this race. Trump has ridden it 
to the top of the polls. 

Sosnik’s explanation of how we got here— 
a mix of anger and anxiety born of economic 
uncertainty and a belief that the “way things 
are”— is no longer operative in American life. 

People are losing faith in virtually every major 
institution in this country from 
the presidency to the Supreme 
Court to the church to the police. 
What’s worse is that nothing has 
filled the void. There is no “new 
way” to replace the “old way” of 
doing things. That leaves people 
at sea— and makes them anxious and angry 

“It is not an overstatement to say that the 
failures of our leaders and governmental insti- 
tutions have brought our political system to the 
brink of implosion,” Sosnik concludes. 


Enter Trump, who not only channels their 
anger but, somehow, eases their anxiety with 
his bravado. The slogan “Make America Great 
Again” is perfectly pitched to just such an elec- 
torate. Or, enter Bernie Sanders, who promises 
political revolution to overthrow the corrupt 
masters of the universe who have been feath- 
ering their nests at the expense of the average 
person for decades now 

Both views rely on a fundamental belief that 
things are bad and getting worse, and that the 
only way to arrest that free fall is to try some- 
thing absolutely radical. That radicalism hap- 
pens to be what Trump and Sanders are selling. 

This is not an election about what we can be 
as a country It’s one about what we aren’t. And 
the two candidates seen as truth-telling outsid- 
ers are cleaning up — and, if Sosnik is right, may 
continue to do so.
